PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

1.  — Public  Health  Officers  : — 

There  is  one  full  time — Plumber. 

There  is  one  full  time — Sanitary  Inspector. 

There  are  two  part  time — Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

There  is  one  part  time — Meat  Inspector. 

There  is  one  part  time — Clerk  of  the  Works,  and  9 part  time  Water  Caretakers. 

2.  — Laboratory  Facilities  : No  changes  during  the  year. 

Ambulance  Facilities  : No  changes  during  the  year. 

There  are  five  qualified  nurses  engaged  within  the  Council  Area. 

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres  : No  changes  during  the  year. 
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Hospitals  : There  is  no  Hospital  within  the  District  but  the  Area  is  served  by  the  Cardigan  and  District 
Memorial  Hospital  and  the  Aberayron  Cottage  Hospital. 

The  nearest  Isolation  Hospital  is  in  Pembroke  Dock.  All  infectious  cases  are  nursed  at  Home. 

The  nearest  Maternity  Home  is  at  Aberystwyth. 


3. — Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services  : No  changes  during  the  year. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children  : No  changes  during  the  year. 

Health  Visitors  : No  changes  during  the  year. 

Infant  Life  Protection  : No  changes  during  the  year. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment  : No  changes  during  the  year.  Few  children  attend  the  Averayron  and  Narberth 
Clinics. 

Nursing  Home  Regulations  : No  changes  during  the  year. 

Schools  : The  prevailing  diseases  (infectious)  amongst  school  children  were  Measles  and  German  Measles. 
Eight  schools  were  closed  during  the  Year  for  a period  of  14  days.

Antitoxin  for  Diphtheria  is  supplied  by  the  Council. 

Bacteriological  swabs  are  undertaken  through  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  Bacteriol- 
ogical investigations  are  carried  out  at  Aberystwyth  and  Swansea  Laboratories  (under  the  County  Scheme). 
Thorough  disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  both  after  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  and 
after  Fatal  Tuberculosis  Cases. 


CANCER. 

No  use  has  been  made  of  the  increased  facilities  provided  by  the  National  Radium  Centres. 
The  number  of  cancer  cases  during  the  year  remains  the  same. 


BLINDNESS. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  66  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1926. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

1.  No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  Regulations  1925  or  under  Section  62  of  Public  Health  Act,  1925. 

All  cases  that  died  from  Tuberculosis  had  been  previously  notified. 

The  Ratio  of  these  to  Total  Tuberculosis  Deaths  was  Nil. 

The  efficiency  of  T.B.  Notifications  was  satisfactory. 

2.  There  is  no  excessive  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  any  particular  occupation  within  the  area.

Scavenging  : This  was  carried  out  weekly  throughout  the  year  at  Llandyssul,  Adpar  and  Aberporth  and 
during  the  summer  period  at  Llangranog. 

2.  — Drainage  : 

Improvements  to  drains  were  carried  out  at  Llandyssul,  Aberporth  and  Llangranog.  The  sanitary 
arrangements  for  new  premises  have  been  carefully  inspected  and  tested  before  being  used. 

3.  — Water  House  Connections  : 

103  houses  were  connected  with  pure  Water  from  public  Water  Mains. 

4.  — Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams  : 

Every  precaution  is  taken  to  prevent  any  dross' being  thrown  into  rivers  and  streams  and  that  new  drain  • 
age  is  treated  before  it  discharges  into  them. 

5.  — Closet  Accommodation  : 

Some  10  closets  were  converted  from  pail  or  dry  system  into  Water  Carriage.

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Milk  and  Dairies  Order  1926  : 

As  already  stated  herein  every  effort  is  being  made  to  bring  the  Cowsheds  up  to  date  and  several  new 
shippons  have  been  erected  on  modern  lines. 

580  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year,  about  132  accredited  and  14  T.T.  milk  producers  were 
registered  during  the  year.
